The first meeting to-night was at St. 
Bridget’s Hall, in an Irish neighborhood.

“ A strike breaker is one of the meanest 
on earth,” said Mr. Hearst. ‘‘ He not only 
takes bread out of the mouth of his fel- 
low-man, but helps to starve out his fel- 
low-man’s wife and children.” He re- 
peated his attack upon Thomas M. Os- 
borne of Aulurn and assailed him as a 
friend of Mr. Hughes. Mr. Hearst said 
that about the only thing he knew of Mr. 
Osborne was that he was once arrested 
while wearing false whiskers. He said 
Mr. Hughes’s whiskers were genuine, 
aven if they were the only genuine things 
about him. Addressing an imaginary Mr. 
Hughes, he asked him if he would defend, 
without a fee, such of his friends as Mr. 
Farley. 

Mr. Hearst and his corps of spellbinders, 
including Clarence J. Shearn, his attor- 
ney, who joined him here, spoke at the 
following places: Schwatzmeyer’s Hall, 
where there were some 800 present; Dom- 
polski Hall, where the audience was of 
the same size; Kababalsa’s Hall, Teu- 
tonia Park, where 100 heard the speakers; 
at Annuaciation Hall, where there were 
some 800 listeners; Garden Theatre, the 
largest hall of the night, where perhaps 
2,000 were packed in before the police 
closed the doors. 

National Committeeman Norman E., 
Mack was Grand Marshal of arrange- 
ments to-night.

Thanks for cablegram. May I use it?

Yesterday the following reply was re- 
ceived from Mr. Croker: 


P. H. McCarren, Brooklyn, U. s. A.: 
You may publish message. 
RICHARD CROKER. 


“‘Of course I am greatly pleased to re- 
ceive such word from Mr. Croker,” said 
Senator McCarren ye¢sterday afternoon. 
“T had no communication with him about 
the political situation, and his message 
came to me as a complete surprise. I 
am not surprised, however, that one with 
so clear a judgment as to men and con- 
ditions as has Mr. Croker should take 
the view of the Democratic Party’s sit- 
uation in this State which is indicated by 
his message. I will not speculate ag to 
the probable effect of his message, but 
it is only logical to assume that those 
who showed faith in him as a leader will 
find food for thought in his words.” 

‘‘Have you any information as to Mr. 
Croker’s plans?” the Senator was asked. 

““No direct information. I understand, 
however, that he expects to return to 
New York soon after election, at least 
before Christmas.”’ 

“Will he become active again in poll- 
tics here? ’”’ 

“That I do not know,” 
Senator, 

Tammany Leader Charles F. Murphy 
declined to comment on the message ex- 
cept to say: 

““Have you made sure that the cable- 
gram is genuine?” 

He added that he felt certain Hearst 
would carry Brooklyn. 

McCarren men believe that Mr. Croker’s 
message to the Brooklyn leader will have 
a great effect in Tammany Hall. They 
are of the opinion that it will encourage 
those leaders who are dissatisfied with 
the Murphy-Hearst deal and weaken 
Murphy’s position with old-line Tammany 
men, Several of the McCarren leaders 
were freely predicting yesterday after- 
noon that if Mr. Croker returned to New 
York this Fall Tammany Hall would be 
turned upside down and Murphy's lead- 
ership ended. 

To many of these Democrats who have 
kept their eyes on the situation, Mr. 
Croker’s action was not such a surprise 
as it had been to the recipient. They 
pointes out that Mr. Bryan had visited 
Mr. Croker in Ireland, and that the for- 
mer Tammany chieftain had shown many 
instances of his loyal friendship to the 
Nebraska statesman. As to the effect of 
the message, they expressed their opin- 
ions freely, but would not be quoted by 
name.

HEARST FOE OF BRYAN. 


Bryan Democratic League Gives an In- 
stance of His Secret Hostility. 


The Bryan Democratic League, which 
| has for its chief object the defeat of Will- 
|iam Randolph Hearst, in a statement 
| issued last night, said: ‘‘ The League has 
ample proof that Hearst is the secret foe 
|of Bryan, and it believes that Hearst is

The League believes it is called upon 
to tell of alleged duplicity by Hearst in 
his newspaper relations with Mr. Bryan.

“The substance of this story was an 
appeal to the above-mentioned elements 
to unite as Democrats and present a solid 
phalanx. The caption to this story was 
written by one of Mr. Hearst's leading 
| writers, and was to the effect that Bryan 
}was for a united Democracy. When the 
| paper appeared the next morning, the fol- 
| lowing caption had been substituted in the 
| original: 
|“* BRYAN FOR A NEW PARTY. ALL 
OF THE POPULISTS, ALL OF THE 
REPUBLICANS, AND SOME DEMO- 

CRATS IN IT.’ 

| “When the change of caption was 
called to Mr. Hearst's attention he said 
jhe regretted it very much, and the mat- 
ter would be investigated.

being unable to appease the creditors, the 
case was transferred to New York. 

The description of the ** comedy of leav- 
ing,” played by Count Boni on that occa- 
sion provoked roars of laughter. He 
wrote a letter to the Countess in which 


he said: 

“I leave this house forever, taking only 
10,000f. to keep me until I can earn my 
bread. I will resign my seat in Parlia- 
ment and go to China, I hope the news- 
papers will not know to what I am re- 
; duced.” In a postscript the Count added: 
‘*T have 600f. in My pocket, and I inclose 
| 300 for your lunch and dinner to-day.” | 

The Countess, Maitre Cruppi continued, 
first left the mansion and went to a 
| hotel in August, 1905, when, “ deeply out- 
raged and worn out with infamies,” she 
learned that ‘‘Mme. D.”" and Count Boni 
were at Trouville together. Later she re- 
turned home and bore the situation until 
the day after the entertainment of King | 
Charles of Portugal, Dec. 12, 1905, when, | 
upon the Count trying to force her to go 
to a shooting party of which she was sus- 
picious, the Countess left the mansion 
and began proceedings for a separation. 

Maitre Cruppi declared that the Countess 
at the beginning of the suit was not act- 
ing under influence, but solely for the 
purpose of ending forever the peril of the 
moral desolation of her household. He 
said the Count had even struck the plaint- 
iff before the servants. 

Counsel's presentation of the case of the 
plaintiff constituted a complete and piti- 
ful story of the wreck of her married 
life, Even in spite of their domestic 
infelicity the Countess, said Maitre 
Cruppi, was too good and scrupulous 
to begin an action for divorce until 
she possessed full proof. She was only 
20 when she was married, in 1895, -—_, 
Maitre Cruppf asserted, the happiness o 
the honeymoon was disturbed on the cou- 
ple’s arrival in Paris by the Counts 
demands for money. The Countess’s in- 
come was then $700,000, and the Count 
allowed her $80 pin money. 

By 1899, counsel proceeded, the Count- 
ess’s interests were so heavily compro- 
mised by the Count’s extravagance that 
the family meeting in New York and the 
appointment of a legal trustee were nec- 
essary. But the difficulties regarding 
money were unceasing, and in order to 
obtain funds the Count pawned or sold 
at ridiculous prices the most costly ob- 
jects. When the Countess proteste the 
Count abused her in the presence of ser- 
vants, and when she declined to attach 
her signature to documents he frequently 
inched, and sometimes struck her, the 
irst time being four months after their 
marriage. 

In the course of the pleading Maftre 
Cruppi protested against the ‘ malicious 
reports in regard to the Countess’s inten- 
tions,” and announced that she would 
leave France for America immediately 
after a divorce was granted to her. 

In recounting the Count’s infidelity, the 
first instance cited by counsel was that 
of a married woman, described as ‘* Ma- 
dame A.,” in 1898. The correspondence 
with her was conducted through M. 
Moret, the Count’s secretary. The Count- 
ess accidentally discovered in the Castel- 
lane chateau a packet of love letters, and 
when she protested the Count struck her. 
The Countess eventually placed the letters 
in the custody of a lawyer. 

Counsel placed at $8,000,000 the total of 
the Count’s expenditures preceding the 
appointment of a trustee. At one time 
there was a seizure of the Castellanes’ 
property in a suit for the recovery of a 
debt amounting to $229,600. : 

Maitre Cruppi said that the Count’s de- 
fense would probably be that, pene zee 
and rich, he could not protect msel 
against the assaults of lovesick women. 
In the face of the overwhelming evidence 
submitted. Maftre Cruppi declared, his 
opponent could not expect the tribunal to 
ask for the summoning of witnesses. 

Throughout his long ‘speech Maitre 
Cruppi did not use the title of Countess, 
but referred to the Count’s wife as Mme. 
Gould, the name she will bear if the di- 
vorce is granted. 

Neither Malftre Bonnet, of counsel for 
the Count, nor Maftre Millerand, counsel 
for the creditors of the Count, attempted 
to interrupt Maftre Cruppi. They sat 
through the speech with seeming uncon- 
cern, Cocameneny taking a few notes. The 
Judges appeared to be keenly interested 
in the proceedings. 

The general impression is that over- 
whelming evidence has been offered, and 
that the decree of divorce will be granted 
without the painful ordeal of taking the 
testimony of witnesses. Maitre Cruppi, 
however, P gna 4 intimated that Count 
Boni would try to prolong the hearing for 
the purpose of forcing a reconciliation 
through the scandal in America, where 
the details of the proceedings can be free- 
ly published. Count Boni knows that he 
is perfectly immune on that score here, as 
there is a law in France which makes the 

ublication of divorce proceedings a crim- 
nal offense. 


PLANNING FOR GOFF’S SEAT. 


Aldermen So Sure He'll Be Elected 
That They Are Finding His Successor. 


Already the Aldermen are speculating 
on having opportunity to elect a succes- 
sor to Recorder John W, Goff if he is 
elected Supreme Court Justice on the 
“‘deal”’ ticket. The board has the power 


to fill a vacancy in that office. 

There is great confidence among the 
Aldermen, whether Republican, Tam- 
many, or Municipal Ownership, that Re- 
corder Goff will be elevated to the Su- 
preme Court bench. They expect him to 
resign some time between the day after 
election and Dec. 31. 

The salary is $12,000 a year, and, 
strange to say, the Recorder need not be 
a lawyer. The candidates for the place 
figure that the successful one will have 
at least a year in office, and perhaps 
might even receive his party nomination 
for the place in November, 1907. 

Alderman James Cowden Meyers !s a 
candidate. Thomas Gilleran has the sup- 
port cf the Municipal Ownership Alder- 
men. The Democrats are talking of sup- 
pasting Peter Schmuck, a middle west 
side emocrat of the dyed-in-the-wool 
Tammany type. 


Meyers's friends assert that he has 87 
votes pledged to him. The Democrats 
can muster 31 votes, and the Municipal 
Ownership Aldermen number 15. Forty 
votes are necessary to a choice. Two of 
the Municipal Ownership Aldermen, Mul. 
ligan and Cronin, are understood to be 
out of sympathy with William R,. Hearst. 


JEW REBUKES HEARST. 


Resents His Appeal to Jews as Jews 
and Not as Americans. 


There was a meeting of Hebrew Repub- 
licans in Vienna Hall, on the lower east 
side, last evening.. Several Jewish speak- 
ers made addresses. Then arose ex-As- 
semblyman Joseph Beihilf and said he 
wished to speak as an American, and not 
asa Jew. 

“Although I am proud of my Jewish 


ancestry,’ he said, “I am prouder stif 
of the fact that I am an American. I in- 
tend to speak to you not as one Jew to 
another Jew, but as one American to an- 
other American. The Jew has no nation. 
When he adopted America as his home 
he also adopted it as his nation. I have 
no sympathy or patience with fellow- 
members of my race or Gentiles like 
Hearst who appeal to the Jew as a Jew.”

The Result as Settled by the Court of 
Appeals and the Appellate 
Division. 


The net result of the big-type legal bat- 
tle which the campaign managers of Will- 
iam R, Hearst and his Independence 
League have been making to keep the 
local candidates of the league on the 
ticket after the Board of Elections had 
decided against them, is that out of sev- 
enty-three cases involving League can- 
didates for Congress, State Senate, and 
Assembly, only fifteen have been decided 
in favor of the League.

As a result of their work the ballot will 
be the oddest ever seen in this State. 
Just how many columns it will have has 
not been made known, but it will con- 
tain the choicest collection of political 
emblems that ever came out of a sample 
book in a printing office. There will be 
about fifty of these emblems. 

Unless a man has decided to vote a 
Straight tickct he will have to keep cool 


when he spreads out his ballot on election 
day. First will come the regular party 
columns and their emblems, the ballot 
box, star, fountain, arm with the ham- 
mer, and so on. Then will come the 
scales of the Independence League, and 
after that, four and five in a column, will 
appear the names of the men put back on 
the ballot by the Court of Appeals decis- 
lon, each under his own name and em- 
blem. 

To enable the board to select emblems 
the printers supplied a book of sample 
cuts. The Judiciary ticket which Tam- 
many tried to nominate under the name 
of the Independence League, with the 
same emblem as the League, and which 
is the same as Tammany nominated un- 
der the star, will appear as that of the 
“Independent Nominators"’; the emblem 
will be an anvil. John J. Brady has a 
column all to himself as “the Bronx 
Nominators,” with a black ball as the 
emblem. 

Senator Grady, running independently 
as well as on the Tammany ticket, will 
run as ‘‘the Grady Nominators” with a 
tiger as his emblem. ‘‘The McManus 
Nominators”’’ have a separate column 
with a horse car as their emblem.

for solely ‘‘on the law.” He said that 
Mr. Limburg wrote these words into all 
the orders, but in the case of Rock, which 
is entirely in Mr. Limburg’s handwritin 
the words ‘“‘ on the law” are omitted, and 
the court could not take cognizance of 
the appeal. 


JEROME’S PLEA FOR COWING. 


He Denounces the Bosses for Refusing 
to Renominate a Just Judge. 


District Attorney Jerome issued the fol- 
lowing statement yesterday in support 
of the candidacy of Judge Rufus B. Cow- 
ing for re-election to the General Ses- 


sions bench: 

I have never set up as a political prophet, and 
don’t care to discuss the situation. There Is 
one thing, however, that I ought to say, be- 
cause my experience in the administration of 
the criminal law enables me to speak from per- 
sonal knowledge. That is, that if the people 
of the City of New York realized what an effi- 
cient and faithful public servant Judge Cowing 
has been for twenty-eight long years, they 
would resent with the utmost vigor his turning 
down by a combination of corrupt bosses. 

For eighteen years I have had active personal 
acquaintance with the administration of crim- 
inal law in this county, and during all that 
time Judge Cowing’s work on the bench as a 
Judge of the Court of General Sessions has 
been within my knowledge, and nothing can be 
said of the way in which he has discharged his 
important duties except words of praise. 

In criminal cases there are too often efforts 
made by politicians to Influence Judges. I 
think I am stating no more than the exact 
truth when I say that jn his long career Judge 
Cowing has been absolutely uninfluenced by 
political considerations. He has been diligent 
and efficient in the discharge of his duties, and 
always scrupulously fair. While the interests 
of the people have been protected, mercy has 
never been overlooked when duty permitted it. 

I know of no greater outrage perpetrated by 
corrupt and selfish bosses than the refusal of 
a renomination to Judge Cowing. If the people 
of this city can only be made to realize that an 
upright, faithful, and capable public servant, 
after twenty-eight long years of admirable pub- 
Me service in one of the most important judi- 
cial positions in the county, has been turned 
down without any reason of a public nature 
susceptible of statement, I believe a sentiment 
will be aroused which will insure his election. 

We all remember what happened in the May- 
nard and the Gray campaigns—how the people 
rebuked the action of the politicians in seeking 
to prostitute the judiciary for their own base 
purposes. While those campaigns affected the 
whole State, the outrage sought to be perpe- 
trated was less heinous than the present one. 


DIED AT ELECTION MEETING. 


Associates Did Not Know Freeman 
Was Dead Until They Rose to Leave. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, Oct. 31.—Hunter- 
don Wolcott Freeman, for thirty-four 
years the Pennsylvania Railroad agent 
at Rocky Hill, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease while attending a meeting of the 
Board of Registration of Rocky Hill, of 
which he was a member. He signed the 
registration lists and sank back in his 
chair dead. The other members of the 
board did not know he was dead until 
they arose to go home and Freeman did 
not follow them. 


Mr. Freeman was 72 years old, and a 


cousin of the late F. Wolcott Jackson, 
General Superintendent of the New York 
Division of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and of the late Roger Wolcott, a former 
Governor of Massachusetts. He had been 
employed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
for forty-four years, and was formerly 
a Justice of the Peace at Rocky Hill. A 
daughter, Mrs. Lewis Williamson of 
Rocky Hill, survives him.

prepared to offer his services in the for- 
‘mation of foreign corporations backed by 
American capital, the Street thought that | 
it had come upon an important item of | 
news. The fact that Robert H. McCurdy, 
son of former President McCurdy of the) 
Mutual Life, was prepared to furnish full | 
information concerning Mr. Seymour's | 
proposed activity tn reference to the for- | 
mation of companies abroad, added to the | 
interest with which the announcement |! 
was read. 

One of the first things which suggested | 
itself to Wall Street was that since the} 

/ revelations regarding the General Indus- 
| trial Syndicate of London and its connec- 
'tion through the Manhattan O!] Company 
{of Ohio with the parent Standard Oil 
Company, Mr. Seymour had come to sort, 
conclusion that this method of throwing | 
investigators off the track was likely to | 
| prove sO popular with American trusts of | 
| high and low degree that it would pay 
{him to offer special facilities for the or- 
ganization of such foreign holding com- 
panies in France. 

This interesting suggestion is said, how- | 
ever, to have been entirely unfounded. | 
Robert H. McOurdy’s secretary, when | 
asked about the matter yesterday, said 
;that Mr. Seymour had no such object in } 
| view, and explained that the only relation | 
Mr. McCurdy had to Mr. Seymour's} 
operations in Paris was that he had con-} 
sented to act as a reference.

Won’t Leave Money Enough. 


WILL ASK FOR NEW LAWS 


May Appeal to the Legislature to 


Change the General Fund Assess- 
ment to a Per Capita Basis. 


Officials of the Board of Education 
deprecated yesterday the cut in the de- 
partment budget made by the Board of 
Estimate. After spending months in care- 
fully preparing the budget, the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Education de- 
cided that $26,795,898.18 would be needed 
to run the system next year. This was 
an increase of $3,437,209.44 over the 
amount allowed tor this year, but it was 
considered a normal increase due to the 
growth in the school system. The Board 
of Estimate cut this estimate down to 
| $24,915,928.16, which is $1,879,469.97 less 
|than the amount asked for, 

It was said vesterday at the Board of 
Education that this cut would hamper 
work next year. The board has not yet 
received any official communication from 
the Board of Estimate giving details as 
to the cut, consequently President Win- 
throp and Auditor Cook refused to ex- 
press their opinions. Both of the officials

Because of the cut and of other matters, 
it is practically certain that the Board 
of Education will appeal to the Legislat- 


jent system of raising the General School 
Fund. The fund, which is used chiefly in 
paying teacnors’ salaries, is now support- 
ed by an appropriation each year “ equal 
| to not less than 3 mills on every dollar of 
assessed valuation of the real and per- 
sonal estate of the City of New York 
liable to taxation.”’ 

The board thinks this méthod {fs unre- 
liable and not based on correct principles. 
It wants appropriated annually an allow- 
ance per capita of the certified average 
attendance and the probable increase 
based on that of the preceding year.

APPEAL ON FALSE RUBIES. 


Importers Object to Paying Double the 
Duty on Polished Stones. 


Artificial rubies, which are called “ re- 
constructed rubies,”’ began to arrive in 
the rough form fn the Maiden Lane dis- 
trict several days ago. Yesterday the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers was asked to classify the stones for 
customs purposes. The problem promises 
to cause more agitation of the precious 
stone trade than did the question as to 
the status of the same kind of stones 
when they have been cut and polished 
in Paris béfore importation. 

The polished rubies of the reconstructed 
type were finally classified with natural 
precious stones, which are dutlable at 10 
per cent. ad valorem, this being done un- 
der the similitude clause of the tariff 
law. 

The Collector of the Port has now de- 
clared that the artificial rubles in the 
rough come under the head of non-enu- 
merated manufactures, and are dutiable 

at 20 per cent. From this ruling the im- 


porters have appealed to the Board of 
General Appraisers, They say that to 
have the raw material assessed at double 
the percomase of the duty levied on the 
finished product would be something new. 
Dealers who make a specialty of selling 
natural rubies have from the first op- 
posed the common classification of the 
two kinds of articles and are back of the 
Government's attitude in trying to get 
a different classification of the rough 
reconstructed stones. If they win in this 
case, they say, the decision would show 
that the Government recognizes the dis- 
tinction between the work of nature and 
the effort of man to imitate nature. 


WOMAN SHOOTS CONSTABLE. 


Nervous Miss Le Forestier Fired When 
Tynan Sought to Aid Her. 


Constable John Tynan of Bergenfields, 
N. J., was shot on Monday night by Miss 
Florena Le Forestier of 111 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, and is in the Engle- 
wood Hospital. His wound, though pain- 
ful, is not serious. The woman is under 
arrest. ’ 

Miss Le Forestier says she shot the man 
in self-defense. She has been suffering 
from nervous trouble, and set out to visit 
her grandmother and one of her brothers 
in Spring Valley, thinking that a change 
of scene would do her good. She went 
on a West Shore train to West Nyack, 
intending there to get a conveyance to 
Spring Valley. She could not do so, and 
took a train back to Bergenfilelds. Get- 
ting off the train she went in search of a 
carriage, when Tynan grabbed her rough- 
ly by the arm. 

According to Tynan he was with Mar- 
shal John Huyler and two other men on 
the train and saw Miss Le Forestier aoct- 
ing peculiarly. The men decided to fol- 
low her, and as she appeared to be be-

custody. When he spoke to her she 
screamed and shot at him.
